Department, Class IT Post Recruitment Rules, 
1972. 

2. .iPPLICA HON : These rules shall a)>ply foi- 
recruitmcnl to the post in the Animal Husbandry 
Departjiienf, PondichciTy, specified in Col. ( 1 ) 
of the Schedule hereto annexed. 
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3. NUMBER OF POSTS, THEIR CLASSIFICA- 
TION AND SCALES OF PAY : The number 
of the said post, its classification and the scale of 
pav attached thereto shall be as specified in 
Cols. (2) to (4) of the Schedule. 

4. METHOD OF RECRUITMENT. AGE LIMIT 
AND OTHER QUALIFICATIONS : The 
method of recruitment to the said post, age 
limit, qualifications and other matters relating 
thereto shall be as specified in columns (5) to 
(13) of the Schedule.
